3 A Tale of Lawlessness and Blackmail--- 
Ihe Herald’s Call on Mr. Evarts.

NEw York, October 5.—The Herald’s St. 
Johns, N. F., dispatch says: The ‘‘notice of 


the Newfoandlanr¢é authorities has been ditect- 


ed to some complaints made by the Gioucester 
fishermen oft iil-treatment at the hands of the 


Newfoundland fisherman and an interference 
with the just rights of United Ssates 
fishermen in British waters. The Governor of 
Newfoundland accordingly sent tor Thomas 
Goss, of Torbay, the only trustworthy witness 
tbat so far ean be procured. Goss acted as 
pilot in Conception Bay for Capt. Mickntyre 
of the Gloucester schooner Minnesota. Before 
Judge Conroy, Goss deposed that he started 
irom Torbay Mouduy, 20th of June, in.the 
capacity of pilot on the Minnesota. They 
— . Upper Small Point, where they 
nad discovered that bait was 
plentiful. Here they commenced 
to operate, and while taking the captain on 
board their boats 
THEY WERE ATTACKED 

by the people on shore and furiously pelted 
with showers of stones. Men, women 
and children were engaged in the 
assault. The Americans immediately 
withdrew to their vesse), their lives being 
every moment imperiled. A man named 
Crickett offered his services to Capt. MacKn- 
tyre to procure beit if paid the sum of four 
dollars Crickett brought him to Spout Cove. 
near bis own home, and tor nhalt the sum 
first asked the Minnesota obtained her requir- 
ed bait,and then, having landed the pilot, pro- 
ceeded to the banks. The deposition of Goss 
has been transmitted by the Governor oi New- 
foundland to the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, and the other cases will be 
investigatea and brought under imperial no- 
tice as soon as the evidence can be obtain- 
ed.

THESE NEWFOUNDLAND OUTRAGES. 
The coasting people, wituout color and even 
pretense of law, violeutly attack and drive 
off our fishermen, because they want to force 
them to buy bait and fish from them, instead 
ot taking it themselves. But the treaty 
gives us the right to catch tor 
ourselves, and the exactions oi Newtoundland 
are simply blackmail. The shameful point in 
the matter is that the Newfoundland authori- 
ties, though they have known for two years 
thut this goes on, have not interfered for the 
protectiou of our people or the prevention of 
utterly lawless acts by their own. 
THE AUTHORITIES 

have not in any case, so far as we remember, 
officially interfered with our fishermen, but 
they have tolerated on their own coasts and by 
then own people a degree ot lawlessness which 
amounts to little better than piracy. We 
hope Secretary Evarts will be able 
presently to spare time from the composition 
OI political speeches and their delivery to at- 
tend te the protection of our flsher- 
wen. We understand perfectly that 
great bodies like a Department of 
State move slowly; but the American fishermen 
who suffered at Fortune Bav are getting gray, 
and they would, we are confident, rather see 
themselves righted aud protected in their 
nights than to hear the cleverest of Mr. 
Evarts’ jukes.’’

Inwardness of the Political Battle--Han- 
cock’s Chances.

NEW YORK, Oetober 5.—No sensible Demo- 
crat can deny that the political situation at 
this date is not so favorable to Democratic 
prospects as it was two or three weeks ago. 
The result of the Maine election undoabtedly 
was to drive the Republican leaders to the en- 
ergy of despair. 
fore have they succeeded in raising so much 
money. Immediately arter the efection in 
Maine they deliberately, methodically and 
purposely went to work to create a scare 


among the business men and manufacturers 
Oli the country. They are trying to make a 
much cepital as possible out of the Revenue 
teform plank of the Democratic platform. 
Conkling, Blaine and other leaders have made 
deliberate speeches charging that Democratic 
success meant an utter dis arrangement ot the 
taliff, thus endeavoring to influence the manu- 
tacturer and bis workmen. The result is that 
they have succeeded in scaring some ot the 
business men. In addition to this the Repub- 
lican merchants, manufacturers, monopolists 
and millionaires ge age he beforé gontributed 
so liberally as they have done now. It 
is unquestionable and beyond dispute that the 
conthibutions tothe Republicancampaign fund 
bave been larger than ever heretotore. Every- 
thing now depends upon the election in Ohio 
and Indiana next.

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How St. Louis is Welcoming the Veiled

It is a fact pretty generally understood that 
there is going to be ‘‘doin’s’’ in St. Louis to- 
night. A procession has been spoken of, and 
there has. been some falk about 
a ball. Naturally the people have 


become rather excited about these predictions 
and rumors, and us the reports have spread 
into the country round about there has been 
an influx ot our country cousins into town, 
and taking one consideration with another, 
the streets, the botels andthe private houses 
the highways and the bywavs, the stores and 
warehouses, the churches andjthe theaters— 
every available foot of sp within the 
corporate limits of the town is just 

ow black with people. Strange faces 
flood every familiar place about the city. The 
St. Louisan has taken a back seat, and the 
non-St. Louisan is omuipresent. omnipreval- 
ent.

PARIS, October 5.—Offenbacb, the musician 
and composer, dieèd this ; morning. 
Jacques Offenbsch, the deceased, whose 
works are well known and universally 


admired in this country, was born at Cologne, 
Germany, on June 21,1819. His parents were 
Hebrews. Early evincing a talent for music, 
he studied from 1835 to 1837 
at the Conservatory of Paris. At- 
terwards he played de violoncello in 
the orchestra of the Theatre Comique. In 1847, 
his musical genius having become recognizeu 
by the critics, he was appointed leader of 
the orchestra ot the Theatre Fran- 
cais when only twenty-eight years of 
age. In 1855 he established the Bouffes Par- 
isiens and composed alarge number of bur- 
les que operas and scenes, of which ‘’ Barbe 
Bleue,’’ Oiphee aux Enfers, La Delle 
Helene“ and La Grande Duchesse.

Steamboaténg on the Lower Mississippi. 


The conference held on Saturday in New 
Orieans between boat owners and the Gover- 
nor of Louisiana was very interesting. The 
Democrat says: Capt. Kirk produced a state- 
ment showing the relative expense of running 
boats in both sections, the line between Hun- 
tington and Cincinnati being cited as an evi- 
dence that running expenses in the West were 
much smaller than here. The wages paid to 
the men and the priee of coal in the West 
were but one-third of what was asked here. 
Going further into details, Captain Kirk said 
that the weekly expenses of the J. M. White, 
non and other large steamers in the coast 
trade during the season amounted to 
between $5,000 and $8,000 per week. For 
the past season the White’s expenses exceed- 
ed her freight receipts by $14,000, and yet 
she had full trips down, and had carried 
morethan her fair proportion of up-river 
freight. Had it not been for her large pas- 
senger trade, which was principally due to 
her fine accommodations, this amount would 
have been a dead loss. The Cannon’s ex- 
penses during the season were $4,500 or $5,- 
00 per week. As regards the Western 
boats, the James Howard, City of Alton and 
the Anchor Line steamers plying between St. 
Louis and this port made twenty-one day trips 
at anexpense of about $8,000 per trip. 

The discussion of freight cbarges to way 
landings ou the river was brought up and the 
steamboatmen explained that the expense of 
making a landing was quite as larze to them 
at one place as at another. In some places, 
especially during Jow water, it was extremely 
difficuit to land freight on account of the 
steepness of the banks, and this necessitated 
the employment of large crews.

Depositions in the Divorce Suit 


of Frieda Bosse vs. Dr. 
Louis Bosse.

Married in July Last, and a Suit 
for Divorce Filed in August. 


Startling Evidence Given by Mrs. Bosse, 
nee Gracer, Before the Notary. 


The Bosse divorce suit was filed on the 31st 
of August, Frieda Bosse asking for relief from 
the matrimonial shackles which bound her to 
the young Dr. Louis Bosse in a petition re- 
markable at once for its singular develop- 
ments, its pathos and its original, not to say 
striking, orthography. Mr. Bond is 
her attorney, and the husband’s answer was 
filed a little later by Judge Gottschalk. 
His answer is a general denial of all the state- 
ments made,and the case was sent for trial in- 
to Judge Thayer’s court, where it will come up 


during the present Ootober term. On Saturday 
last, according to previous notice given by 
Judge Gottschalk, depositions were tuken be- 
fore Notary Bechtolsheim on the part of the 
husband, the defendant. Mrs. Bosse was 
represented by her attorney, Mr. Bond. She 
was tbe first and main witness examined, and 
below the main points of her deposition are 
given in full. 

The whole proceeding was conducted very 
quietly, and there was a general endeavor to 
keep the affair out of the papers, but the Post- 
DISPATCH reporter penetrated the notarial 
sanctum, and is thus able to give the evi- 
dence. 

Dr. Louis Bosse was only married onthe 27th 
of July last—two months ago—and on the 31st 
of August the petition for a divorce was filed. 
Mrs. Frieda Bosse’s story, as told in her depo 
sition, isa remarkable one,and reveals a state 
of domestic infelicity rarely paralleled. The 
examination was cQanmenced oy 

FRIEDA BOBSE, 
on behalf of the defendant, being sworn by Mr. 
Gottschalk and — bag — us follows: 

My name is Frieda Bosse and I am the plain- 
tiff in this suit. 

Mr. Bond, counsel for plaintiff, desired to ask 
the following preliminary questions: 

— you live in tne city of St. Louis? A. 
— Les, sir.

im so, saying. Louis, it will take me all day 
to pick that duck dry. What, said ne, did 
you ever hear of anybody picking adack dry? 

I always said I hada 
fool for a wife that didn’t know notding about 
work.’’ He then asked me if I was crazy and I 
said, No, Louis, vou told me to pick that duck 
dry.

About eight 
o'clock he came down stairs,drank some beer, 
but would eat no supper. While the boys were 
eating their supper I thought I would start the 
fire, heat the water and pick the duck before 
it was too late. Iwas no more than to the 
stove when he came upto me and said, What 
are you doing here?“ I Said, Louis, I want 
to start the fire, it is getting so late. He 
tben said, No, you sit down and eat; it you 
don’t I will make you the same as I did for 
dinner.*’ Then I went and sat 
down to please him. After supper I cleanea 
my dishes, started the fire and, ufcter the water 
was hot, picked and cleaned the duck. It was 
about ten o' clock when I got through andI put 
the duck in vinegar and put it down cellar to 
keep it tilinextday. Before going up stairs I 
asked the doctor whether he didn’t feel like 
eating something. ashe had eat nothing tor 
supper, and he said, No, { don't want any- 
thing.’’

Merchants’ Bureau of Entertainment, at 519 
Chestnut street, where strangers are furnished 
gratis the names of boarding-houseJ§keepers

Probably, 2,000 people have already found 
suitable quarters througa the agency of this 
bureau. Naturally, the hotels do not aid the 
institution to any alarming extent by giving 
information as to its existence, for they all 
want and will take guests as long as there 
is a six-foot plot of vacant space within their 
four walls.

o clerks have been kept on the jump an- 
sweiing questions, making selections, writing 
addresses and shipping strangers to comforta- 
ble quarters ever since daylight, and thev will 
continue until Jate tonight. Generally the 
men, and especially the young men, who have 
come to the town to see the sights, can shitt for 
themselves and finda cheap down town lodg- 
ing or acotsomewhere; but it is the man of

phrase as ‘‘knocking around with the boys,“ 
and the man who has come to town with his 
wife or with his children, who is 
totally at a loss to know what to do with him- 
self und nis wife when be has reached the 
city and found the hotels virtually closed 
against him.

The New York Epizooty.

The fact that the epizootic epidemic now 
raging among the car and stage horses is as- 
suming a more dangerous form was admitted 
re at the largestables. At the Third, 

ixth and Eighth avenue car stables, and at 
the Madison, Ninth and Fifth avenue stage 
stables many horses have a green, mucuous 
discharge from the nose and suffer an ex- 
treme languor. These horses were still on the 
road yesterday, and the veterinary surgeons 
inal! the large stables have decided 
to work the horses as long as they 
are strong enough tostand. They say that, if 


allowed to remain inactive, hard-worked | 


horees lose their appetite and fall an easy 
prey to the disease. But if worked, horses 
will usually eat, and thus generate strength 
to combat with the disease. The Sixth 
avenue and the Grand street and Bleecker 
street lines had but little trouble with their 
horses up to yesterday, when nearly one- 
half of their animals were found to be suffer- 
ing with the disorder. At the stables of the 
Fifth, Madison and Ninth avenue stage lines 
not a horse is to be found that is not afflicted. 

At first attempts were made in all the large 
stables to establish hospitals, in order to se- 
parate more carefully the sick from the well 
animals. Theepizooty, however, governed 
as itis by athmospheric conditions, made the 
same progress as before, and the hospital plan 
was abandoned. As each stage driver mount- 
ed his box yesterday morning he was instruct- 
ed to drive very slowly. During the day many 
teams gave out before completing their usual 
two trips, and were replaced by animals suff- 
ering like themselves, but fresher. In the 
stage stables yesterday there was an almost 
constant chorus of coughing. In the Second 
and Third avenue stables attempts were made 
to clear out the nostrils of the affected ani- 
mals by making them sneeze. No marked 
change for the better had been noticed, how- 
ever, up to last evening.

The Ghastly Business Pursued 


Along the River Front.

Dead Men that Are Never Heard of, and 
What Becomes of Them. 


The ways and means of keeping body and 
soul together employed in large cities are nu- 
merous. One of the most curious and ghast- 
ly lines of business is followed in St. Louis. 
Along the waste lying between fhe Iron 
Mountain and Southern Railroad and the Mis- 
sissippi River,and below the thickly populat- 
ed portion of the city a number, of small 
cabins are located. The business of the’oc- 
cupants of these buts is looking for floaters. 
Nearly every week one or two bodies float 


down the river and are caught by these men. 
Yesterday afternoon a reporter visited one of 
these huts. It was a little patched shed, a 
few blocks north of the Arsenal. The water 
washed the bank at the bottom of the inclos- 
ure about the house. An old skiff filled with 
pets and jugs was tied up to the fence. A 
vicious half-breed mastiff and St. Bernard 
dog guarded the premises from trespassers, 
and after considerable calling by the reporter 
and a great deal of barking by the dog,asmall, 
ewarthy Frenchman came to the gate in any- 
thing puta sociab'e mood. 

“Bo you catch floaters?’’ inquired the re- 
rter. 

„Mes, sir,’’ replied the man, with a well 
lengthened French accent. 

The dog was sent to his kennel and 
the reporter escorted into the 
only room inthe cabin. A bed held together 
with ropes and wire, a rusty old stove, in- 
nocent of polish, a few broken chairs, a di- 
lapidate@table, a much faded photograph, 
and some empty soap boxes, were the only 
ojects inthe room. It now became necessary 
for the visitor to explain his mission, as the 
wary proprietor seemed suspicious. The re- 

orter tore a leaf from his note-book and on 

t wrote an accurate deseription of an imag- 
inary drowned man and gave it tothe French- 
man with a promise of $50 reward for find- 
ing the body. This was sufficient, and in a 
few minutes a conversation was opened up. 
It is afunny way to make a living,“ said the 
man, but we must make money some way or 
another to live, and would 
seoner make my money this way 
than to work hard for so much a day in the 
hot sun or on the cold winter days.’’ 

Po you do nothing but catch floaters?’’ 

“No. I catch drift wood and logs, and a 
great deal of valuable stuff comes down the 
river from the city and from up the river. 
The current strikes the Missouri shore near 
Bissell’s Point, and these things go into the 
middle of the stream and come back to this 
side down here. Of course my business is 
looking for floaters. When Iam not working 
about my nets or something else, I sit at this 
window, and can see anything that goes down 
the current. In a few minutes I can have the 
body tied to my ekiff and landed here. 
Then I notify the police and they notify the 
Coroner, and then I get my fee, which is only 
$150 now. It used to be $3. If there is $10 
or $25 or $50 reward I get that, and that is a 
good week’s work.’’ 

„% How long have you been in the busi- 
ness!“ 

„My wife died seven years ago. There is her 
picture on the wall, and now myself and my 
son, Amant Duprez, who is eleven years old, 
live here. We do not have any rent to pay, 
and we catch a great many floaters, and have 
all the wood we wantto burnand catch fish 
enough, and we do not have great expenses. 


In nine years I guess I have found over a 


hundred floaters, children and little babies, 
and men and women.” 

„A great many persons who are drowned 
do not come to the surface?’’ cautiously re- 
marked the visitor. 

„„Ob, they all come up, but the Coroner 
don’t hear of all of them.“ 

„What, then, becomes of them?“ 

**Well, they are taken care of by some- 
body who is interested in the matter,“ and 
here the talkative spirit that showed itself in 
the opening of the conversation suddenly 
ceased, and the speaker showed an unwilling: 
ness to answer any more than was directly 
asked. Theimaginary floater that secured 
the interview was again called into play. The 
reporter, after being assured that there was 
no one around, told Duprez that he wanted 
the first notification of the finding of the body 
and thata compliance with this wish wouid 
secure an additional $200 reward. 

„Ob, I don't like to do that kind of busi- 
ness. I don’t know what should happen if I 
was found out bythe police, but I tnink it 
would be a serious thing. That is how mur- 
ders are hidden. The murdered man is thrown 
into the river and then some one catches the 
body, and without knowing anything more 
about it than the money he gets he puts it 
away where it will never be found. Thenthe 
— have a great deal about it, and it soon 

lows over and nothing more is heard. The 
man that hides up a crime like this is just 
as much a murderer as the one that 
does the killing. I am content to make the 
fee and rewards for catching bodies, and I 
don’t want to go into anything that will get 
me into trouble. 

With another admonition concerning the 
above mentioncd body, the reporter left. 


LORD MOUNTMORRES. 


The Last Landlord Victim of Irish Ven- 
gzeance and Spite. 
Frum the New York Times. 


The murder of Lord Mountmorres took 
place precisely inthe district where the au- 
thor of that exeellent story Castle Daly.“ 
which excited so much interest a few years 
ago, lays the scene of a similar crime. Ebor 
Hall, asthe unfortunate nobleman’s seat is 
called, is situated on astrip of land forming 
the northern shore of Lough Corrib and the 
southern of Lough Mask. A subterraneous 
communication between these lakes serves 
as an escape for the waters of Lough 
Mask, which, after passing through a 
series of caverns, rise again near the 
town of Cong, which is situated on an island 
formed by the several openings from the sub - 
terranean river.

ave owned altogether in Ireland only 300 
acres, Which returned £121 a year. He rep- 
resents that impecunious class of nobles 
which have served to bring ridicule to the 
Irish peerage. They were the result of the 
easy way in which men were made Irish peers 
in the last century. It is notorious that when 
George III. refused to permit a man’s car- 
riage to drive down a certain private road in 
London, he added: But I'll make him an 
Irish peer, if he pleases,’ and he did please. 
A good many men accepted the honor 
with the hope, which sometimes proved 
well founded, that it would prove a stepping- 
stope to the English peerage. Property in 
Galway has since 1850 changed hands more 
than anywhere else in Ireland.

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THE LAWYERS’ LAMENT. 


Startling Decrease of Litigation in 
the Courts. 


‘What the Attorneys Say in Regard to 


Their Decreasing Practice. 


For some time past it has been evident to 
the members of the legal profession in this 
city that the outlook, as far as business was 
concerned, during the coming term, was not 
by any means encouraging, but on the other 
hand the eppposite. It was freely circulated 
that the number of cases on 
the docket of the Circuit Court 
was not more than dalf as 
large as that of last year, and that the prac- 
tice of several of the most prominent law 
firms in this city had been steadily decreas- 


ing for more than a year past. In consequence 
of these rumors and statements a PosT-Dis.- 
PATCH reporter became desirous of investi- 
gating whether they were true and what the 
causes where which led to such a condition of 
affairs. Accordingly he called upon some 
of the best known lawyers aod 
endeavored to obtain from them an 
expression of their views on the subject. 
The first gentleman visited was 
“ MR. EDMUND T. ALLEN. 
He said after the Breporter had stated the 
purpose of his call that he had not examined 
the docket closely and was therefore not ina 
position to * an opinion in reference to 
ihe matter. ersonally he had all the busi- 
ness he could control upon bis hands.@® He 
thought that the outlook was not so bad as it 
Had appeared to be made out. 8 
MR. JOHN H. K RUM 

said that there had no doubt been a large 
falling off.in the legal business. 

Is it as large as 50 per cent?“ queried the 
PosT DISPATCH man. g 

“Well, no. But Ithink I am safe in saying 
that it has fallen off at least one-third since 
this time last year.’’ 

„What is the cause of this decrease?’’ 

“It is prineipaliy owing to the fact as far as 
I can judge that merchants have not yet been 
long enough in business since the era of 
prosperity has set in all over the country to 
have become entangled as yet in litigation.” 
Besides this fact Mr. Krumthought that the 
manner in which business was being conduct- 
ed now as compared with the ext3nsive credit 
system followed previous tothe panic had 
considerable to do with the present poorness 
of law business. 

MR. H. HAEUSSLER, 

Mr. Haeussler, of the firm of Broadhead, 
Slayback & Haeussler, said: There has 
been a great falling off in business for the last 
two yearep owing to the fact that business 
is now being conducted on a different basis— 
the basis mainly of cash. Besides that, the 
bankruptlaw did away with a tremendous 
amount of claims; and again, the courts have 
toagreat extent sat down upon suits for 
damages. Why! if a man stubbed his toe or 
hurt his thumb he immediately broughta 
suit against the railway corporation,and if the 
raiiroad company had the slightest fear of 
their being held liable, the case was 
immediately compromised, although if it had 
cometo atrial the company might have 
won.“ 

Mr. Haeussler did not think that at present 
St. Louis was a very healthy place for a young 
limb of the law to settle down in. On the 
contrary he would advise him to go to some 
small town and grow up with it. 

„About how many lawyers are there in 
practice in this city?“ 

**T should say from five to seven hundred, 
and how some of them live would astonish the 
public.“ ; 

MR. FINKELNBURG, 
of Finkelnburg & Rassieur, said that he un- 
derstood from the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
that there were about 600 cases on the dock- 
et as against 800 last year. a decrease of about 
one-fourth. Tue falling off had been gradual 
and was to some extent, probably, owing to 
the growing prosperity of the country and 
consequent lack of litigation. However, St. 
Louis was a growing city and business was 
bound fo return to it. He thought that 
there was a good field here for a young law- 
yer, but he should have to be able to hold out 
for a time and be industrious. ° 
MR. LUBKE, 
of Hitchcock, Lubke & Player, said: Ves, 
I really believe there has been a falling ott of 
businessto the extent of 50 per cent, which 
has been caused by the fact that business 
people at present have something else todo 
besides becoming involved in litigation. 
Money is coming in to them now, and they 
are looking after it.“ 
MR. G. VAN WAGONER. 
who for years has been connected with rail- 
road corporations,expressed his views on the 
question at some length. There is ne doubt,“ 
said he, but that the coming winter will be 
one of the dullestI have ever seen since I 
came to St. Louis. The causes tending to 
create this condition ef matters are very 
numerous—the bankrupt law, which 
cleaned out a great number of 
claims, the strictnesswhich the courts 
now display in dealing with suits for 
damages, the new era of prosperity which is 
dawning upon the whole country, and last, 
but not least, the tardiness with which suits 
are carried toa culmination in the courts. 
Merchants now are afraid to bring suits when 
they are told that their cases may be two or 
sometimes three years in litigation before a 
decision is arrived at. Sooper than goto the 
bother and expense they let the whole thing 
slide or else compromise.’? 


Elephants on a Bender.
